The Transit Commission has been per- 
plexed by the problem of providing new 
money for the building of rapid tran- 
sit lines and the question has been put 
to every banker called to testify in the 
hearings as members of bondholders’ 
committees.

British Told French Plan Details. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (Associated

rorism,’’ believed to have been aimed 
against the Federal Government and 
against American capital.

Paul Altendorf, mentioned in the dis-

Dr. Paul B. Altendorf, who, during the 
war, gained considerable prominence as 
a result of the part he played in the 
arrest of Lieutenant Lathor Witsche, a 
German naval officer, who for more than 
a year, was in the Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, military prison, under sentence 
of death as a rman spy. Witsche was 
arrested at Nogales, Arizona, on Jan. 
81, 1918, charged with being concerned 
in various plots in the United States 
instigated by the Germans. 

It was alleged that he was even in a 
position to explain the wartime explo- 
stons in New Jersey, notably the Black 
Tom explosion in Jersey City and the} 
Kirgsland (N. J.) catastrophe. As a 
resuit of the intervention of Washington 
the death sentence in Witsche’s case 
was not carried into effect, and it is 
understood he has since been deported 
to Germany. Dr. Altendorf was at that

regard to the future was simple com- 
mon sense in view of the discussion of 
general policy between the Premiers 
next week. 

At that meeting it was indicated at 
the Ministry of Forelgn Affairs today 
France wiil not take efther an imperial- 
istic or extreme view, a statement which 
may be interpreted to mean that we 
have heard the last of the oceupation of 
the Ruhr as a means of getting Ger- 
man money. M. Briand is prepared to

WIRTH STAKES ALL

Tells Reichstag Committee Whole 
World Suffers From Pres- 
ent Demands.

No 
one in the world has occasion to doubt 
our earnest and firm goodwill.

But a large part of what is imposed on 
us depends not on us but on the econ- 
omic situation of Europe, yes, of the 
wholé world. The will to fulfill in many 
cases is not synonymous with ability to 
fulfill. 

““On accepting the London ultimatum 
of May 10 I emphasized in the Reichs- 
tag that the economic consequences of 
the acceptance and the carrying out of

responsibility on our opponents. These 
world economic consequences have come 
about. I refer to the fall of the German 
mark and other world economic conse- 
quences which have intimately affected 


} all the peoples of the world. 


‘* But we did not depart from the way 
on which we once started.

| sistency on this fulfillment policy lies | 
| its importance for the whole world. The

BERLIN, Dec. 16 (Associated Press). 
—Germany’s petition for a moratorium 
of Chancellor

Some of these organs assert that Ger- 
many’s ‘‘ catastrophe is at hand.”’ 

The Liberal and Coafition Party 
organs, on the other hand, express belief 
that the Government’s precedence initi- 
ates a new era in the reparations issue 
and that the situation is bound to take 
a favorable turn for Germany, especially 
in view of the verdict passed on her 
present insolvency by English finan- 
ciers. The Allgemeine Zeitung, organ 
of Hugo Stinnes, says they are on 
record before the world with the dec- 
laration that the reparations problem 
not only concerns Germany but the 
economic situation of the world as well. 

The Germania sees in the Govern- 
ment’s action a complete vindication of 
Chancellor Wirth’s policy since his ac- 
ceptance of the London ultimatum.

Germany has been able, says the Vos-

‘Only a Chancellor with a policy of ful- 
fillment could do this without complete 
collapse of his Government,”’ continues 
this newspaper. ‘‘ Tne Government is not 
thinking of treaty revision, is making no 
demands, and {is ask‘'ng no favors, but, 
as an honorable debtor, it announces the 
financial circumstances in which it finds 
itself after seeking vainly the where- 
withal to meet its obligations. The situ- 
ation calls for d'scussion of Germany's 
financial situation and of the whole rep- 
arations problem by the Entente. But 
Germans should not have exaggerated 


expectations.”’ 

The Tageblatt feels that English 
financial circles pas a considerable 
part in Herr Wirth’s decision and thinks 
that Germany can count on sympathy 
there, especially In view of the Irish 
settlement and of events in Washington, 
clearing up the Pacific problern and in- 
suring closer relations between America 
and England. ‘* The political situation 
is changed,’ continues the Tageblatt. 
‘‘ England can now take time to examine 
orld economic side of the repara- 
tions problem.”’ 

The Nationalist press find in the situa- 
tion an opportune moment for a bitter 
attack against the Chancellor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—A survey 
|made by the Department of Commerce 
shows that depreciation of exchange is 
still the greatest proxlem before the 
Governments of Eastern Zurope, and 
that the recovery of the mark has not 
been followed by an economic improve- 
ment in Germany. ‘ 

Commercial Attaché Charles E. Her- 
|ring has cabled to the department from 
| Berlin that the present recovery of the 
| mark, beginning the last day of Novem- 
ber, after its long and unparalleled de- 
|cline, has caused turmoil in German 
business and manufacturing. 

Basing its survey mainly upon Mr. 
Herring’s cable, the Department of Com- 
merce reports: 

“The general overpurchasing during 
lthe period of collapse has begun to 
manifest itself. Increased speculation in 

stocks, which was fostered by loss of 


confidence in the currency at the time 
lof the drop, has not been enttrely ob- 
viated by the recovery of the mark, 
although every effort is being made to 
restrict it. The basic conditions in put+ 
\lic finance remain unchanged, the note 
{circulation still being on the increase 
with the rise in the floating debt. | 

‘‘The present recovery is mainly due 
to the influence of persistent rumors of 
indemnity postponements and general 
changes in indemnity payments, com-: 
bined with the fact that heavy Fall) 
buying, especially of foodstuffs and cer- 
tain raw materials for Winter consump- 
| tion, has fallen off.’’ 

According to figures reported to the 
Department of Commerce, new estimates 
place the 1921-22 German deficit at a 
higher figure and the nation’s floating 
|debt has increased. These new esti- 
mates of the total deficit show an in-; 
crease, apart from reparation obliga-: 
tions, of about 50,000;000,000 marks. | 
| American commercial attachés in Ger-} 
|many see but little prospect of imme-! 
diate enactment of the new Tax bill, | 
now before the Reichstag, which pro-; 
vides for an increase of 42,000,000,000 | 
marks. The total yield of taxation for 
the next fiscal year is expected to be

Poland, Rumania and Jugoslavia alike

The men from 
the Asbury Park station got into the 
boat at the Avon station and rowed out 
to the scene, leaving the others to guard 
the shore. 

Edward A. Drake, Vice President of the 
Panama Railroad and Steamshin Com- 
pany, said that the steamship Panama 
had been laid up in Balboa shi, yard 
Panama, for four months to have new 
boilers and undergo a genera! overhaul, ! 
and had left Colon for New York on Dec. 
9. Directly he heard of the collision he 
sent a radio message to Captain Oakley 
asking for details and received a reply 
Stating that the steamship was not seri- | 
ously damaged and that none of the 
passengers or crew was injured in the 
collision with the Graham. 

The steamship General Goethals, with 
all her deck lights burning, was seen 
from. stations along the coast ap- 
proaching the interlocked ships short- 
ly before 8 o’clock. She remained near by 
for some time, until it was ascertained 
that there was no danger of either 
the destroyer or the Panama sinking, 
and then the Goethals proceeded on her 
voyage to Colon with passengers and 
mails. 

The Panama was formerly the Havana 
of the Ward Line and was built in 
Camp's shipyard in Philadelphia in 1898. 
She is 5,688 gross tonnage, 360 feet long, ; 
50 feet beam and 52 fect depth of hold.

‘Tried Twice to Shoot Captor, He

A burglar who was caught in the act of 
breaking into the home of Nathan Hal- 
| perin, manufacturer, at 1,519 President 
| Btreet, Brooklyn, and was wounded

| @arly yesterday, was identified in St. 
John's Hospital as William Metelski of

ELSTON SUICIDE LAID» 
TO ALAMEDA PROJECT 


Failure to Get Naval Base There 
Depressed Him, Friends Say 


—House Adjourns. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The House 
adjourned today until tomorrow out of 
respect for Representative John A. 
Elston of California, whose body was 
found last night in the Potomac River. 
Immediately after convening the House 


adopted resolutions of regret and au- 
thorized the selection of a committee of 
eighteen members to accompany the body 
to California in case burial is there. 
Funeral arrangements were being held 
in abeyance hopes 8 pending instructions 
from members of Mr. Elston’s famlly. 

His colleagues and friends were un- 
able to ascribe any motive for Mr. 
Elston’s suicide except that he had be- 
come depressed over the refusal of Con- 
gress to authorize the construction of a 
naval base at Alameda, in his district. 

Close friends insisted that the note 
left by Mr. Elston had not been cor- 
rectly deciphered. As given out last 
night the note said that Mr. Elston was 
“in a chain of circumstances that spell 
ruin, although my offense was innocent- 
ly made in the beginning.” The words 
deciphered as “ offense’’ and “ innocent- 
ly,” his associates declared, were really 
“offer” and “unconditionally,” mak- 
ing the phrase read, “‘ although my offer 
was unconditionally made in the be- 
ginning.”’ 

OAKLAND, Cal, Dec. 16.—Represen- 
tative J. A. Elston’s mind snapped under 
the strain of hard work and worry over 
the delay in Government acceptance of 
the Alameda naval base project, ac- 
cording to an’explanation given today of 
the death of the Berkeley man by Blmer 
B. Nichols, his law partner. 

“He did not possess the rugged 
physique which the position he held de- 
manded,”’ said Nichola ‘‘ He was deeply 
conscientious. While the note left by 
him may be highly enigmatical to some, 
it was perfectly clear to his associates. 
Elston’s one object in Washington was 
to put over the Alameda naval base 
Then the disarmament conference, in 
which he believed, put a last stumbling 
block in the way and he seemed to fear 
that he might fail where others, at some 

ifuture date, might bring this project to 
succéss."’ 

According to Nichols, Elston had 
worked night and day since his return 
to Washington two weeks ago. In this 
weakened physical condition the partner 
said, the Representative’s mind gave 
way. 

Mrs. Elston, who is under the care of 
a physician, was informed today of her 
husband’s death. Word has been re-

FUGITIVE BROKER

The District Attorney was notified 
yesterday that J. Frank Lilly, head of 
the former brokerage firm of J. Frank 
Lilly & Co., at 62 Broadway, who dis- 
appeared in 1919, leaving some 200 cus- 
tomers with unsettled accounts reaching 
a million dollars, had been arrested at 
Dallas, Texas.

On Nov. 24, 1919, according to the 
records of the District Attorney's office, 
Lilly was indicted for grand larceny in 
the first degree. 

It was said at the District Attorney’s 
office that Detectives Kalbfleisch and 
Flemming of the Old Slip Station, who 
had searched widely for Lilly, had 
traced him to Houston and then to Dal- 
las several months ago, but were un- 
able to get him until they learned he 
was using the name of ‘J. B. Frank- 
lin.’

American -Assoclation Urges

OTHERS ASK LOWER DUTY 


Michigan Furniture Maker Tells of 
“ Colossal Profits” of Plate 
Glass Manufacturers. 


WASHINGTON, Deco. 16.—Conflicting 
views as to the effect of silk imports 
on the Amerfcan industry were pre- 
sented today to Senate tariff framers. 
Horace B. Cheney of New York City, 
representing the Silk Association of 
America, said the industry was “ seri- 
ously menaced,” while Samuel Kridel of 
New York ‘City, representing other 


| manufacturers as well as traders and 


importers, testified that, since the im- 
ports constituted only 6 per cent. of 
| 


consumption, they could have little ef- 
fect and, on the whole, would be bene- 
ficial by stimulating American manu- 
facturers. 

Hearings on the silk schedule vir- 
tually were ended, and it was announced 
that all hearings on the Fordney bill 
would be closed on Jan. 3. The rewrit- 
ing of the measure then will be started, 
with a view to its presentation to the 
Senate as speedily as practicable, prob- 
ably in February. Tomorrow the Fi- 
nance Committee will take up articles 
under the sundries schedule, such as 
buttons, toys, matches and feathers. 

Mr. Cheney told the committee that 
imports of silk were increasing steadily 
while domestic production was declin- 
ing, being now at about 50 per cent. of 
normal. He presented charts to show 
that imports had increased enormously 
under the Underwood Tariff bill, and 
asked that the rates in the Fordney 
bill be revised so as to provide for a 
duty of 38% per cent. ad valorem on 
American valuation, or 55 per cent. on 
foreign valuation. 


Imports from Japan Increasing. 


While imports from Japan were stead- 
ily increasing, the output of American 
plants had been reduced to about 50 per 
cent. of normal, Mr. Cheney testified, 
adding that ‘‘ conditions in the industry 
are very bad and any additional trouble 
would precipitate a serious situation.” 

‘There have been a great many fail- 
ures,” he said. ‘‘ The records for fail- 
ures in the last months have beaten all 
previous records of the trade.’’ 

Under the Payne-Aldrich bill, Mr. 
Cheney asserted, imports from Japan 
were not large, but with the enactment 
of the Underwood bill they began to 
rise, the yearly average from 1915 to 
1919 being 25,000,000 square yards, as 
against an average of 9,000,000 square 
yards in the five years preceding 1915. 
In 1920 the importations totaled 88,000,- 
000 square yards, he said, and they had 
been on the increase this year. 

There was considerable discussion of 
silks from Japan and China, particularly 
of pongee, and several witnesses said 
that the specific rates necessary to keep 
out this class of silk would have to be 
placed so high that it would not in rea- 
son be asked for. They thought the sit- 

| uation could be met by writing the rates 
|on an ad valorem rather than a specific 
| basis, as was done in the Fordney Dill. 


Sees Effort to Ban All Imports. 


Mr. Kridel protested against what he 
termed the high rates in the Fordney 
| bill, . and charged that ‘the ex- 
tremists and other high protectionists "’ 
were ‘‘ desirious of prohibiting any silk 
goods from being imported into this 
country.’”’ a 

In 1914 Mr. Kridel added, American 
manufacturers supplied 88 per cent. of 
the silk consumed in the United States 
and, despite the increase in imports, 
this percentage had increased to 94 per 
cent. in 1919. The value of the domestic 
output in that year was $688,000,000, he 
testified. 

‘‘The extreme protectionists who take 
exception to our moderate views,’” he 
continued, ‘‘ would squeeze out from our 
commerce the small percentage of im- 
ports referred to. We believe that a 
further extension of the monopoly of 
American silk industry is unwarranted.’ 

Opposing the American valuation as 
too impractical and uncertain, Mr. 
Kridel said that under it the appraisals 
would vary in the various ports of the 
United States in accordance with the 
views of each individual appraiser, and 
that, since very few foreign silks were 
comparable in construction and material 
with the domestic article, the basis of 
appraisal on American valuation would 
be subject to great guesswork. 

Several individual manufacturers 
joined with Mr. Cheney in asking for 
higher rates than in the Fordney bill. 
M. C. Migel, of Providence, R. L., 
speaking for the American Silk Spin- 
ning Company and others, told the com- 
mittee that three ‘‘ trusts"’ in Europe 
practically controlled the output of silk 
on the continent and could by shipments 
to America fix prices here with which 
American mills could not compete. 


Tells of Big Plate Glass Profits. 


Protesting against the Fordney tariff 
bill rates on plate glass, Charles R. 
Sligh, a furniture manufacturer of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., told the committee that 
‘during the carnival of high prices in 


1921 the glass manufacturers, jobbers 
and manufacturers who polished, beveled 
and silvered mirrors advanced prices to 
a point 540 per cent. above the prices 
prevailing in 1915."’ 

“The colossal profits. acquired from 
these enormous advances have come 
from the pockets of the consumer” said 
the witness. ‘’ For instance, a mirror 
?4 by 30, silvered, of first quality, which 
sold in: 1915 for from $2.40 to $2.60, 
was advanced to $12.72. By the time the 
manufacturer, jobber and retailer had 
handled this glass and had made their 
legitimate profits {t cost the consumer 
somewhere from $22 to $23, and was 
the largest single item entering into the 
high prices that prevailed at that time 
on furniture.’’ 

Mr. Sligh, who said he spoke for prac- 
tically the entire furniture and fixture 
manufacturing trade, said that prices 
had receded until now they were at 
230 per cent. of the 1915 level. 

To support his argument that the 
plate glass industry was not suffering 
from foreign competition, the witness 
gave a summary of the profits of the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company, the 
largest in the country, showing that 
these-increased from 5.84 per cent. in 
1915 to 30.07 per cent. in 1920, and that 
the capital invested increased from $28,- 
000,000 to $55,000,000. The profit per foot 
on the glass produced in 1920 was 46 7-10 
cents a foot, the witness added. 

Mr. Sligh asked for a duty of 10 cents 
@ square foot on plate glass, which, he 
said, would be 13 per cent. above the ex- 
isting rate.

ON TARIFF RATES| 18 YEARS AGO TODAY 


Orville Wright Tells of Prob- 
lems He Overcame Before 
Success Was Won. 


PREDICTS UNIVERSAL USE 


Says FlylIng te So Easy Today One 
Wonders at Centuries of Delay 
In Ite Accomplishment. 


Bighteen years ago today the world’s 
first airplane flight was made by Orville 
Wright at Kitty Hawk, N. G&. In a 
crude, insecure biplane, Wright attained 
a speed of thirty miles an hour, the 
duration of his flight being fifty-nine 
seconds, S{nce then the progress of avi- 
ation, aided by the war impetus, has 
been so rapid that now continuous flights 
of more than twenty-four hours and 
speed of more than 175 miles an hour 
are common, 

In his first statement since the war, 
issued yesterday from the office of the 


Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce, 501 | 


Bifth Avenue, Mr.. Wright recalls his 
first effort at flying. 

** Just eighteen years ago, on Dec. 17, 
1803, after centuries of endeavor, man 
for the first time was lifted into the air 
by a power propelled airplane,’’ Mr. 
Wright says. ‘‘ Filght seems so easy to- 
day that one naturally wonders at the 
long delay in its accomplishment. Yet 
eighteen years ago, on account of the 
thousands of failures, flying was classed 
with perpetual motion and the few who 
expressed belief in its possibilities were 
looked upon as mentally unbalanced. 
Up to 1900, only a few measurements of 
airplane wings had been made along 
successful lines: Most flying experi- 


ments up to that time had been made | 
on the ‘cut and try’ plan; and by that . 


— flight probably would not have 
een accomplished for centuries yet to 
come, 

** The problem was not one to be solved 
by guesswork. Duechemin, about the 
middle of the last century, had pub- 
lished a formula for calculating the 
pressure on planes at different angles. 
Lilienthal, in the eighties, had published 
his measurements on several curved 
surfaces, with other valuable scientific 
work. Langley, in the nineties, pub- 
lished his measurements of plane sur- 
faces, corroborating the earlier work 
of Duechemin. It was to the work of 
Lilienthal that my brother and I were 
by far most deeply indebted. But owing 
to various defects in the systems of 
measuring all of this work, we found 
it too inaccurate and‘ too meagre for 
purposes of design. 

‘““In 1901, my .brother Wilbur and I 
having proved by actual gliding tests 
the inaccuracy of these tables, began a 
scientific study of the subject. We de- 
signed new types of measuring instru- 
ments and made measurements of 
hundreds of differing wing surfaces In a 
wind tunnel. It was due to the accuracy 
of these feasurements that we were able, 
in 1903, to design a new type of biplane, 
almost entirely from calculation, which 
was able to lift itself and operator into 
the air with a crude motor weighing 
more than twelve pounds per horse- 
power. We had already developed a new 
system of control, the system with which 
our name has been so largely connected, 
but this system of control would -have 
been of little use without our wind tun- 
nel work, which énabled us to design a 
machine which would lift {tself.’’ 

Mr. Wright. in a prophetic vein, won- 
ders what another elghteen years of 

rogress will develop in aeronautics. 

e believes the airplane is still in its 
infancy and that the use of the airplane 
as a carrier will be universal.

Jeritza. who had attracted much favor- 
able attention in the few parts in which 
she had previously appeared in New 
York. it is said to be one of the chicf| 
characters in which she has made her | 
reputation in Vienna, and her imperson-} 
ation last evening was such as to justify 
this reputation. It had the dramatic 
power, the plastic grace and vigor, the | 
beauty of face and figure that were ob- 
viously to be expected from her previous 
appearances here. The voice, warm, 
powerful and full throated in its expres- 
sion, gained its accents, and the modu- 
‘ation of emotional poigancy and tragic 
power, and her delivery had not only 
real beauty and dramatic color but also 
declamatory force. Mme. Jeritza’s 
Sieglinde was indeed a potent and sym- 
pathetic figure of tender womanliness 
#nd pathetic grace, an impersonation 
rightly to be placed among the better 
Waenerian figures seen at the Metro-} 
politan in recent years. 

With the exception of Mme. Gordon’s 
Fricka and Mr. Gustafson’s Hunding, 
the other chief characters in the per- 
formance were taken by the singers 
who have appeared in them in the years 
before. the performance of “‘ Die 
Walkure " was suspended. Of them all 
the finest were Mr. Whitehill’s nobly 
tragic Wotan—magnificent in voice, in 
deciamation, in action—and Mme.

Of Mr. Sembach’s Siegmund there is not 
so much to be said; he was unfortunate- 
ly throaty in much of his delivery and 
too frequently out of tune; but his 
spirited and vigorous impersonation 
showed the experience of one who had 
grown into the part.

Only a commission of intelligent and 
public-spirited citizens can make rules 
adapted to the various fields of labor, 
the various associations of employers— 
or make sure that they are obeyed. 
The first of all rules, and the most 
zealously enforced, should be that no 
union shall close its doors to a needed 
supply of labor. A competent trade 
school can graduate a journeyman 
plasterer after a three months’ course, 
and, with an additional month, a quali- 
fied foreman. The trades of bricklayer,

keep carriers of payrolls under obser- 
vation. The Greenpoint police say 
that they had offered to provide an 
escort for the messengers of this bank, 
but It was not thought necessary.

An attempt was made yesterday in 
the Municipal Term Court, to answer 
the age old question, ‘‘ Is there hope for 
the bald-headed man?’’ when the cor- 
Foration of Jules Ferond Company, Inc., 
of 126 West Twenty-third Street, was 
called upon by the Health Department 
to prove the truth of this statement: 

‘* Baldness, its cause and cure. He is 
the first hair specialist to cure follicular 


mange. No matter how long the condi- 
tion of baldness has existed Ferond’s 


hair grower will re-grow hair.’’ 
It was alleged that the claims of the 
company constituted a breach of section 


117 of the Sanitary Code which prohi- 
bits misrepresentation in the advertise- 
ments o patent and proprietary 
medicines. 

The trial took all day. Jules Ferond, 
head of the company, appeared for the 
defendant corporation and both sides 

roduced experts who had used the al- 
eged cure. It was noticeable that those 
who testified had no _ considerable 
amount of hair. One man said that he 
had been totally bald for years and that 
after six ayplications of this hair tonic 
a slight floss had appeared on his 
scalp. 

Tne Health Department produced two 
witnesses, men who had volunteered to 
use the remedy. One of them said he 
did not gain a hair and the other told 
the court his nair had actually fallen 
out after he had applied the tonic. 

Mr. Ferond testified that for years 
he had been a fancier of long-haired 
cogs. Some of these suffered from mange 
and this led him to experiment and pro- 
duce a mixture alleged to restore lost 
hair. He had tried his own remedy, he 
said, and it had made his hair grow. 
Then he had tried it on friends and it 


had made their hair #Mow. 

Dr. S. Dana .Hubbard, Director of 
the Bureau of Public Health Education 
of the Health Department, testified tnat 
the Ferond remedy would not make hair 
grow. The Department chemists, he 
said, had analysed the cure and found 
that it contained vaseline, alcohol, Peru- 
vian balsam and salicylic acid. After 
hearing both sides Magistrate Brugh 
said he would reserve decision. : 

‘The Department has acted in this 
matter to prevent misleading advertis- 
ing, and this is only one of several 
cases,’ said Dr. Hubbard in discussing 
the case out of court. ‘‘ A woman knows 
when her hair is gone it will not return 
and she goes out and buys more hair. 
Man, more short sighted, keeps pouring 
money on his bald head and spends 
time looking and hoping. The Individ- 
ual who buys some of these tonics in 
artistic colors and in attractive con- 
tainers in order to relieve himself of the 
embarrassment due to loss of hair de- 
frauds himself and wastes time and 
money. They are usually blatantly ad- 
vertised to do the impossible. : 

“The honest physician and specialist 
in skin diseases will inform the bald 
patient whether his condition is sus- 
ceptible to cure and will advise him 
along the lines accepted by men who 
have made a careful study and have 
hed long experience in the matter. 

‘There are many kinds of baldness 
and some are impossible to cure, and 
in proportion to the length of time and 
extent of baldness are tho chances of 


restoring hair.’’

| IN ARLINGTON, MASS. 


Former President of the Chicago 
Board of Trade and Father of 
Mrs. H. H. Kohlsaat.

ARLINGTON, Mass., Dec. 16.—E. Nele- 
son Blake, father-in-law of Herman H. 
Kohlsaat of Chicago and long a leading 
citizen of this town, died at his home, 
the Maples, S08 Massachusetts Avenue, 
early this evening. He passed his ninee 
tleth birthday on Feb. 9 of this year. 
Heart disease is given as the cause of 
death. He is survived by his second 
wife, who was Lucie A. Tucker of Ar- 
lington, and by his daughter, Mrs. Kohl- 
saat. A son, E. Nelson Blake Jr., died 
in 1903. 

Mr. Blake was born in Arlington, then 
West Cambridge. At he taught 
school here. His first wife was Miss 
Mary E. Whitten, who died in 1903. In 
1550 he went to San Francisco, and 
three years later returned to Arlington 
and became the head of the E. N. Blake 
Company, flour jobbers. 

Later he went to Chicago, where he 
engaged in the biscuit business. He was 
President of the Chicago Board of Trade 
for two years, and for several years 
was President of the Western Cracker 
Bakers’ Association. He was also Pres- 
acted of the Trustees of Chicago Unl- 
versity. 

He retired from business {in Chicago 
and returned to Arlington in 1890. He 
founded the First National, Bank of 
Arlington in 1892, and was its President 
for twenty-one years, the institution’s 
name being changed to the Monotomy 
Trust Company. He remained on the 
Board of Directors until his death. 

Mr. Blake was generous in his dona- 
tions to his native town and to many 
charitable undertakings. He had inter- 
ests in Florida, and up to three years 
ago spent his Winters there. He built 
and presented, with its site, a Baptist 
church, dedicated to his dead son, to 
Lake Helen. Fla. + also gave a public 
park. He was a deacon of the First 
Baptist Church of Arlington and prom- 
inent in its affairs.

WROTE SYMPHONY AT 17 


He Was a Famous Pianist and Pro- 
lific Composer of Operas and 
Musical Compositions.

Of Camille Salnt-Saéns, the famous 
Wagner suid some forty’ years ago: 


‘* He is the greatest living French com- 
poser.’’ He was the man of whom 
Liszt also once said: ‘'I and Saint- 

Saéns are the only two men left in Eu- 
rope who Know how to play the pil- 
ano.’’ Saint-Saéns was everywhere ac- 
knowledged as one of the greatest musi- 
cians of his time and his career over- 
lapped three generaticns of music- 
lovers. 

Making his premier public appearance 
as a pianist in Paris two years before 
the French Revolution of 1848, he lived 
to experience the tragedies of the great 
European war. into which his country 
was plunged in 1914, and though then 
80 he was atill in possession of such 
vigorous energy that he undertook a 
mission across the seas as the French 
Government’s representative at the 


Panama-Pacific Exposition in San Fran- } 


cisco in 1915, and also to deliver a series 
of lectures in America as the ‘' First 
Delegate to the France-American Com- 
mission for the Development of Political, 
Economic, Literary and Artistic Re- 
lations.”’ 

The early life of the great composer 
was that of a ‘‘ wonder-child.”” Born 
Oct. 3, 1835, in Paris, it ig said he was 
hardly out of his nurse’s arms before 
he developed a passionate interest in 
sounds. ‘‘My greatest pleasure.’’ 
said in his own account, ‘‘ was 
symphony of the kettle on the hob.’’ 

At 244 years he played the piano; he 
played with taste and skill at 5. He 
studied under Lenolst and Haley, de- 
voting himself to piano, organ and 
theory to such purpose tnat he vecame 
a prize winner in the Conservatoire. 

His first symphony was written and 
performed when. he was 17 with success 
by the Société de Sainte Cecilie. He 
became organist of the Church of St. 
Merri in 1853 and organist of the Made- 
leine in 1858. He did some teaching also 
at that time, but gave most of his time 
to his beloved occupation of composing. 
His factlity in that direction was the 
basis of many stories. There are few 
erasures on his manuscripts. He put 
ideas down rapidly on paper, chatting 
sometimes the while, and he needed no 
piano to assist him. He wrote his opera 
‘Proserpine’ without having an instru- 
ment in reach. 

As a student of the music of other 
masters, he was _ probably 
rival. Vet one of the peculiarities of 
Saint-Saéns and his work—it is said to 
be a distinction Whie. we alone ot recent 
composers of consequence possessed—was 
his complete independence of Richard 
Waener. He alone, in the opinion of 
most authorities, would have been what 
he has been if Wagner had never ex- 
isted. And yet he helped France to 
understand Wagner. As he himself said: 
che | admire the works of ‘tichar! \ “og -er 
profound, in spite of their eccentricities. 
They are superior ana pow: ria, .aen 
suffices me. But I have never belonged, 
I do not belong. and I stall never be- 
long to the Wagnerian religion.”

GEN. SIR JOHN E. NIXON DIES. 


Commanded British Forces in Meso- 
potamia In 1915 and 1916, 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—General Sir John 
Eccles Nixon, commander of the British’ 
forces in Mesopotamia in 1915 and 1916,, 


died at St. Raphael, France, on Thurs- 
day, according to a Marseilles dispatch 
to The Times. 

Sir John spent most of his military 
career in India, and also distinguished 
himself as commander of a cavalry 
brigade during the Boer war. He was 
orn in 1857, the son of the late Major 
Gen. John Pigott Nixon, and was 
knighted in 191). Following his return 
from Lee Aan he was cleared of all 
responsibility for the British reverses 
there which culminated in 
from Bagdad. 


In April, 1916, Austen Chamberlain, 
Secretary for India, stated in the House 
of Commons that responsibility for the 
advance of the British troops in Bagdad, 
which finally resulted in the retreat of 
General Townshend and his surrender in 
Kut-el-Amara, rested on General Nixon. 
When General Townshend was accused 
of lack of resolution in not attempting 
to fight his way out he replied that his 
superior, General Nixon, had expressly 
forbidden such an undertaking.

C., insuring a permanent revenue to 
the club aside from the members’ dues, 
Under this plan, as with the plan in- 
volving the Strauss & Co. loan, changes 
{n the arehitectural scheme of the club 
will have to be made over what origi- 
nally was planned. These changes, how- 
ever, were explained as matters for 
minor consideration. 


Enlarged Scope Explained. 


“We are going to have a finer and 
bigger club than was at first antici- 
pated.” said President Borglum in dis- 
cussing the club’s affairs after a lengthy 
meeting yesterday. ‘‘If I could publish 
the names of the members of the com- 


snittee now attending to the club’s finan- 
cial affairs that fact would be self-ev - 
dent. I don’t feel at Mberty to disclose 
their names yet. Suffice it ‘to say that 
the committee includes three of the most 
prominent financiers in the country who 
are heart and soul in the effort to 
maintain and preserve the club and Its 
ideals. The committee members are all 
bondhoiders in the club, but have never 
before this taken an active interest in 
the club’s affairs. Their experience and 
business ability insure the success of 
the club. The men have been included 
on a sort of advisory board appo nted 
for the purpose of protecting the club’s 
assets and are fn daily sessions. Right 
pow the outlook is brighter than it has 
een in more than a year, and there is 
every reason to believe this condition 
will be improved. I have maintained all 
slong that the club is absolutely sol- 
vent and with co-oneration and confi- 
aence on the part of the great body of 
the membership could bs successfully 
carried through to a realization of its 
lofty ideals. This, I expect, will be dem- 
onstrated within a short time.’’ 

Under the plan of reorganzation as 
now outlined, according to President 
SBorglum, the various overlapping and 
interweaving subsidiaries of the I. 8. C., 
which originated with William A. Gavin, 
will be liquidated. Whatever small 
obligations of the various organizattons 
exist will be met and then they will be 
amalgamated into one concrete urganiza- 
tion.

sisting, besides Judge Landis, of Presi- 
dent John A. Heydler of the National 
League, President B. B. Johnson of the 
American League, President’ Michael 
Sexton of the American Asgomtion of 
Minor League Baseball Clubs and Sec- 
retary J. H. Farrell of the same body. 
The council will meet this morning at 
the Commodore to consider important 
questions of baseball polity and admin- 
istration consigned to the council for 
action as the aftermath of the gather- 
ings of the moguls this week and last. 

The fag end of the joint session of the 
bie leagues consumed something over 
three hours and the main feature of it 
was prolonged, but unofficial, discussion 
of the desired resumption of the com- 
pulsory draft privilege—desired, that fs, 
by all of the major league clubs. Messrs, 
| Toole, Hickey and Farrell of the minor 
league ranks were again in consultation 
with the magnates and the discussion 
reached the stage of the consideration 
of revised figures on the draft. 

The current rule allows 7,500 for a 
{player drafted by one of the major 
league clubs from a Class AA league, 
but as the three leagues of this rating, 
the International, the American Asso- 
clation and the Pacific Coast League, 
have rejected the draft principle, that 
provision is tm a state of suspended anl- 
| mation, One Class A league, the Western 
League, is among the recalcitrants. The 
drait price to teams of this rating is 
$5,000. All of the other twenty-six 
minor leagues, except the Three I 
League, which ts a Class B club, have 
accepted the draft arrangement 

Muay Settle Problem Today. 


The figures discussed yesterday were 
not made public, but they were said to 
represent a substantial advance on the 
present draft sums. It seemed to be 
the feeling of members of the Advisory 
Council, who were seen after yesterday’s 
conference, that only the assent of the 
five non-draft leagues to a new universal 
draft arrangement would have to be 
secured, in case the Advisory Council 
today evolves a definite proposition on 
the matter to be submitted to them. 
If the arguments already advanced by 
Judge Landis to the minors and the 
offer of more tempting sums for the re- 
establishment of the compulsory draft 
should prevail upon the recalcitrant five 
i bodies, {t was said, the change could 
be made by vote of the minor organiza- 
itions as units, without a reconvocation 
of the American Association of Minor 
Leagues. 

A motion to increase the player limit

Fordham’s 1-Year Rule for Migra- 
tory Athletes Only, Coach Says. 


There has been some misunderstand- 
ing of the application of the one-year 
rule in athletics recently adopted at 
iordham, due to an error on the part of 
the Maroon publicity director. 

It was originally stated that this rule 
would apply to all new students enter- 
ing Fordham.

In an interview held with Gargan last 
Week, the pupilvity Manager unaerstoud 
Gargan to mean the one-year rule 
would apply to all students, while the 
rule will apply only to those students 
who have transferred their allegiance 
to Fordham from other collegese. 
Word was then sent to New York and 
out-of-town newspapers that the one- 
saan rule had been instituted at Ford- 
ham and that this rule allowed only 
those who had been bona fide students 
for a complete school year to partici- 
pate in any varsity athletic event. It 
was not until yesterday that Gargan.

SEALED VERDICT IN 
PLAYFELLOW CASE 


Jury Instructed to Present Find- 
ing to Justice Gannon on 
Monday Morning. 


LOCKED UP FOR THE NIGHT 


Court’s Order Follows Failure - to 
Reach Decision by 6 o’Clock— 
Opposing Counsel Sum Up. 


While Playfellow, full brother of the 
famed Mans o’ War, was enjoying the 
quiet of Rancocas Farm at Jobstown, 
N. J., yesterday twelve jurymen over 
in the Brooklyn Supreme Court were 
engaged in a task far from restful, try- 
ing to determine whether Harry F, Sin- 
clair, oil magnate and turfman, was 
entitled .to the return of $100,000 he 


| paid to James F. Johnson of the Quincy 


Stable for the racer. The jury retired 
at 1 o’clock in the afternoon to consider 
whether the evidence offered by Sinclair 
had suptained his charge that Play- 
fellow was a cribber and a windsucker. 

Throughout the afternoon turf follow- 
ers and others interested waited in Su- 
preme Court Justice Frank S. Gannon’s 
Part V. for a verdict. For the several 
days that the trial has been in progress 
they crowded the courtroom and took 
an interest in the proceedings sevond to 
none. And they came prepared yester- 
day to await the result. But they were 
unexpectedly disappointed. At 6 o’clock 
it was reported that the twelve jurymen, 
whose lines of endeavor are far afield 
from the racetrack, had been unable to 
reach a decision. 

The jury attendant, who admits he 
Saw a race horse once at e country fair, 
whispered the news to the business-like 
Court Clerk, The Court Clerk whispered 
the fact to Justice Gannon’s secretary. 
Counsel] for both sides were sent for. 
The spectators all sat up—not a few of 
them had fallen into a doze—and waited 
the appearance of the lawyers, who had 
gone into the Judge’s chambers. Five 
minutes went by and they came out. 
Then the jury attendant spoke: 


Sealed Verdict Monday. 


“The jury has not reached a verdict. 
His Honor has ordered them to deliver a 
sealed verdict, which will be handed to 
the court Monday morning at 10 o'clock. 


The jury will be locked up for the 
night.”’ 


The unofficial juries of turf lovers, 
who had long since reached decisions ac- 
cording to which side they favored, filed 
out gloomily. The courtroom clerks | 
turned out the lights, thus ending a day | 
which failed to settle whether Playfel- 
potas ee bad habits were of suffi-

The entire morning session was con- 
sumed in the summing up of opposing 
counsel and the charge of Justice Gan- 
non to the jury, Harry F. Cochrane, 
of Mr. Johnson's legal array, addressed 
the jurymen for two hours following a 
refusal of the Court to entertain a mo- 
tion to take the case from the jury 
on the ground that no fraud had been 
committed in the knowledge of his 
client. 

The enttre case hinged on whether any 
guarantees had been given as to Play- 
feilow’s physical condition at the time 
of the sale to Samuel Hildreth, the 
trainer who negotiated the deal for Sin- 
clair, according to Cochrane. Hildreth 
had examined Playfellow twice before 
the purchase, he declared. 

‘He bought the animal on his own 
judgment as a horseman,’’ Cochrane 
said. ‘‘ Because of Playfellow’s lineage 
he would have scorned to ask any ques- 
tions. The fact Is that no guarantees 
can be given in connection with a race 
horse. Who is going to tell how the 
animal will run and where it will come 
in .in a race? Tha horse might be 
crippled in the first race it ran.’’ 


Denies Any Guarantees. 


Cochrane, in his argument, declared | 
that it had not been proved that Play- | 
fellow was 2 cribber and a windsucker. 
The evidence showed that the windsuck- | 
er bit, the use of which was stressed 
by the plaintiff, had been used merely 
as @ precautionary measure, Mr. Coch- 
rane asserted. At no time during the 


| trial had it been shown that Johnson 


himself knew anything about the use of 
the windsucker bit or that Johnson was 
cognizant of the racer’s alleged bad 
habits, said the lawyer. He added that 
the Quincy Stable’s owner first learned 
about the bit six weeks ago when rep- 
resentatives of Sinclair began looking 
for evidence for the suit. 

Cochrane argued that the absence of 
any written guarantees in connection 
with the sale of Playfellow showed that 
none had been made. The bill of sale 
had been carefully prepared in wriung, 
and it was fair .o assume if any guar- 
antees had been given the specifications 
would have been included in this paper, 
Cochrane claimed. 

The counsel for the defense pointed 
out that Flayfellow had won races, 
finishing in good condition without the 
distress and distended stomach alleged 
to have been observed after his last race 
in June. He explained the muzzle of- 
fered in evidence had been placed over 
the horse’s mouth to prevent overeating, 
as Playfellow was inclined to be glut- 
tonous. 

Mr. Cochrane, in closing his address 
to the jury, said that the renutation of 
Mr. Johnson in the turf world was such 
as to preclude the suggestion that he 
would commit the fraud charged. 


Brennan Sums Up. 


When Cochrane finished, Philip <A. 
Brennan, counsel for Sinclair, began his 
summing up to the jury with a question. 
‘Did you observe,” he asked, ‘‘ that 
four times he (Cochrane) has asked to 
have a juror withdrawn and a mistrial 
declared? He stood up here and said 
‘They took this horse from us in good

LITTLE CHANGE IN BUSINESS 


Retail Trade Gains but Industry Is 
Quieter, Weekly Reviews Show.

00, instead of the estimated $16,000,000. 
*“ Such a waste as this of public funds,’’ 
declared Mr. Williams in his letter to 
Senator Overman, “is rightly regarded 
@s monstrous, and I have, in fact, heard 
§t compared, by_well-balanced critics, to 
the palmy days of the Tweed ring in 


New York City.’’ He suggests the res- 
ienation of Governor Strong, the bank’s 
executive head. 

Mr. Williams exhaustively reviews his 
charges, previously made, that the bank 
executives have been extravagant in 
vaising their own salaries and asserts 
that his. charges have all been substan- 
tiated in the Senatorial investigation. 
Going into minute detail about the new 
¥ederal Reserve Bank building, Mr. 
Williams points out that it will cost 
more than the White House and Treas- 
ury Building at Washington and the 
State Capitols of a dozen States of the 
Union. ‘‘ This building,’ he says, ‘‘ with 
its luxurious and lavish appointments of 
marble and brass, its auditorium, gym- 

asium, club quarters, restaurants de 
uxe and objects of art will make Solo- 
mmon’s temple of old seem quite cheap 
in comparison.”’ . 

Mr. Williams places the cost of the 
new building at $25,646,409, of which

Merchants of Canada, With Re- 
serve Seriously Impaired, Taken 
Over by Bank of Montreal. 


Speotal to The New York Times: 
MONTREAL, Quebec, Dec. 16.—A 
merger between .the Bank of Montreal 
ehd the Merchants Bank of Canada was 
announced today. by the Rresident of 
the Merchants Bank, Sir {H. Montagu 

Allan, in the following statement: 
‘‘ Directors of the bank have decided 
to recommend to shareholders approval 


of the absorption of the Mercharits Bank 
of Canada by the Bank of Montreal. 
They have come to this decision on ac- 
count of the following circumstances: 

‘* Some time ago Directors of the Mer- 
chants Bank, having reason to fear that 
the bank’s affairs were not in the con- 
dition as disclosed to them, .came to 
the conclusion that, it was ‘necessary, in 
the bank’s interest, that a thorough ex- 
amination of the bank’s affairs should 
be made by a suitable person. They 
secured the services of H. B. Mackenzie, 
who was formerly the general manager 
of the Bank of British North America 
and is now the general manager of the 
Royal Trust Company, and -his report 
showed that the bank’s resources were 
seriously impaired. 

‘Directors of the Merchants Bank 
have now obtained from .the Directors 
of the Bank of Montreal, subject to ap- 
proval of the Governor in. Council and 
shareholders of both banks, an offer to 
absorb the Merchants Bank, and; in 
view of-the above facts, Directors of the 
Merchants Bank (who control large hold- 
ings of its stocks) have decided to 
advise shareholders to accept the offer 
of the Bank of Montreal. A meeting

of-Cangda will soon be called to submit 
the, matter to them as required by the 
Bahk act.’’ 

The general manager of the Merchants 
Bank, D. C. Macarow, has vacated his 
office and his work is to be taken over 
by Mr. Mackenzie, who, will have as 
assistant S. C. Norsworthy, formerly of 
the New York agency of the Bank of 
Montreal. 

The merger will not only make. the 
Bank of Montreal the largést bank in 
Canada, but one of the largest banking

SOTTON ADVANCES. 


IN A SLOW MARKET 


Prices Rise Because of Removal 
of Hedges Before Notice 
Day, Dec. 23. * 


A creeping market in cotton yesterday 
brought an advance of 30 points. This 
was a gain of a cent from low prices 
reached Tuesday. At no time were there 
evidences of outside speculative assist- 
ance, prices rising because. of removal 
of. hedges before notice day on January 
contracts, Dec. 23. As various spot in- 
terests hold near positions to insure con- 
trol of a diminished New York stock, it 
requires an advance to produce con- 
tracts necessary to supply this ‘demand. 
The main factor in trading was an ad- 
vence in near months over distant po- 
sitions. Final quotations. showed a 
gain of 7 to 30 points. 

For the first time in weeks- larger 
sales of actual cotton were made in 
Liverpool. After running around 5,000 
or 6,000 bales a day recently, transac- 
tions increased to 10,000 bales, on more 
encouraging reports® concernnig trade 
with India. This improved contract 
prices, January abroad advancing half 
a cent from low prices of the morning. 
Although scattered selling at the open- 


| ing here ran January off 8 points in the 


early trading, a steadily advancing 
trend set in soon after the call. Trad- 
ing was not large, orders being in small 
lots. Now and again an order of 1,000 
bales entered the ring, but prices con- 
tinued to creep up, with frequent reac- 
tions, until midday. Demand for Jan- 
uary and March helped later positions, 
but strength seemed to be greatest in

Corporation. 


Two transactions affecting the vari- 
Ous- properties owned and occupied by 
‘R. H. Macy & Co. involving over $10,- 
000,000. in the aggregate, were an- 


, Nounced yesterday. 


The recently. organized 132 West 
Thirty-sixth Street Corporation, of 
which S. Morrill Banner is President 
and Herbert ‘H. Mtiler, Treasurer, pur- 
chased from R. H. Macy & Co. the prop- 
erty 132 to 138 West Thirty-sixth Street 
and 139’to 145 West Thirty-fifth Street, 
forming a plot fronting 75 feet on each 
street‘ and running through the block, 
on which they will proceed immediately 
to erect a twelve-story high-class office 
and showroom building. 

This property has been accumulated 
by Macy & Co. over ‘a period of twenty 
years. A unique feature of the new 
building will be an arcade running 
through the block, Thirty-fifth to Thirty- 
sixth Street, with stores fronting on it 
Arrangements have been made for per- 
manent protection of light and air for 
the new byilding.

$15,765,000 IN LOANS.
